By the end of October there'll be 25 games available for Dreamcast, with more in 
the pipeline. But a lot of the blockbusters are disappointing. Sega Rally 2's very basic 
to play, House of the Dead 2's dumb, and Sonic Adventure's just plain weird.

You can get a keyboard, a lightgun, joypads, and a special memory card that allows 
you to play little sub-games on the LCD screen.

If you like using the net for 
games, though, watch out. There's no online Dreamcast games available till spring.

PROJECT DOLPHIN 

Dolphin is Nintendo's project due out in the UK 
at the same time as PlayStation 2. Details are 
sketchy and there are no screenshots available 
but, unsurprisingly, Nintendo say it'll be more 
powerful than PlayStation 2. 

X-BOX 

Microsoft are supposed to be developing their 
first games console, rumoured to be ten times 
more powerful than PlayStation 2 and called 
the X-Box. It'll use high-end PC technology. As 
yet, there's no release date. 


SO, DO I GET DREAMCAST NOW OR 
PLAYSTATION 2 IN 12 MONTHS? 

The answer is PlayStation 2! You can forget Dolphin and X-Box 
as they're hardly off the drawing board. A handful of Dreamcast 
games boast impressive visuals but the Sega machine can't 
touch PlayStation 2's graphics power, movie-playing, online 
capability or fantastic selection of games and add-ons. Waiting a 
year for PS 2 is a downer.
